Rush Medical College was inaugura ted in the 
winter of 1543-4, although the charter was 
granted by the Legislature of INinois: during 
the session of 1836-7.

McAuley entered Metropolitan Hel during the 
progress of the bali for the benefit of the Or- 
phans, under the auspices of, aed largely at- 
tended by, citizens of the Catholic d 
He was somewhat diserderly, and was two or 
three times checked by the managers. Finally 
he visited kn insult of the grossest character 
upon a young lady in company with one Pat- 
rick 8. Shesken, a young man, « tin roofer by 
Hotel on Lasalle street. The latter saw McAa- 
ley 's condition, and unwilling to create a dis- 
turbance there, allowed the managers to put 
| MeAuley out of the Hall, merely telling him 
tha: he would surely fied him and punish him 
for the act. , 

It is to be in evidence and will not be 

that Shesken gave up his time on Tuesday 
search for McAuley, who previously to the 
affair at the Hall was a stranger to him. About 
8 o'clock on Tuesday evening he entered the 
St. Charles Exchange of M. Conley on South 
Clark near Lake street and there found the man 
he was in quest of, He approached McAuley, 
and looking him full in the face said: “I have 
been locking for you, and will whip you.” Mc 
Auley was, as on the occasion of the insult in a 
state of intoxication, and it is doubtful if be 
realized by whom or for what reason he wes 


thus accosted. 


Wenden strack bis twe blows, the lest telling 
effect between the eyes, and McAuley fell like 
an ox under the stroke of the butcher. He was 
taken up bleeding profusely at the nose and 
mouth. Medical aid was summoned and Dr. 
Max Myers who was called pronounced the 
blow and its effects of a very serious * 
and likely to be ſatal. 

Vr. McAuley was eee 
on Price Place in the West Division where Drs. 
Max Myers, Valett: and Hahn attended him ie 
consultation. He was lying in an unconscious 
condition bleeding profusely rom the nose and 
from a contused wound between the eyes, de- 
pregsing the skull at taat peiat. His condition 
was hopeless, and he remained 
without consciousness and growing weaker un- 
till his death last evening. Shesken remained 
with him througout Tuesday night much 
alarmed at the effect of his violence, and doing 
all that be could to manifest such regret. 
Yesterday afternoon, aud pending the critical 
state of McAuley, Shesken was taken into cus- 
tody and brought before Justices Akin and Mil- 
liken in the Police Court Room, where after « 
brief hearing and the statement under oath of 
Drs. Max Myers and Valette, the assailant was 
locked up to await the issue of McAuley’s in- 
juries, in default of $25,000 bail. 

An inquest will be held this morning by Cor- 
oner James, which will test the grounds, which 
certainly exist, that Shesken strengthened and 
unhappily mace too certain his revenge by the 
appliance of something of the brass kuuck le or- 
der, since it is hardly credible a blow with the 
naked fist would have fractured the skull at that 
point, evidently the cause of death. 

Deceased wee « well-known citizen of Irish 
birth, an old resident of this city, and abeut 
forty years of age. lle was until the panic 
times of 1857 possessed of a handsome proper- 
ty, gained from rapid rise in real estate. He 
was one of the number of citizens who built 
the row of marble residences koown as Michi- 
gan Terrace, and he has until a few months 
since, or until the sale of the same, occupied 
the house be builtin that block. His affairs be- 
coming involved, he yielded more and more to 
those habits of intemperance which bad be- 
come his bane, and the sad results of such in- 
dulgence are seen in the affair which has cut 
him down in the prime of manhood, and stained 
with his blood the bands of his assailant. Mr.
